LONDON. Saturday. March 13 'AL 
—Tint Rec Army captured Vyazma 
and killed 9.000 Germans yesterday 
In the powerful central front sweep 
tow ard the Nazi anchor of Smolensk, 
but in the south Moscow announ­ 
ced another withdrawal in the criti­ 
cal third battle for Kharkov which 
tine Germans said was the scene of 
a bitter street struggle. 
Outnumbered 
Russian 
troops 
again fell back west of Kharkov to 
new positions, the midnight Moscow 
bulletin said, while on the south 
side 
of 
the 
Ukraine 
stronghold 
eight waves of attacking Nazis were 
beaten down. 
H ie German high command had 
announced earlier that its troops 
had broken into the city. Accounts 
from both sides made it clear that 
the battle was approaching the mag­ 
nitude of the fight for Stalingrad. 
The 
Russians .stressed that their 
troops were 
combatting “ numeri­ 
cally superior" forces, reinforced by 
reserves brought from Western E u ­ 
rope 
Germans Inside City 
Late last night tile house-to-house 
struggle still was going on. German 
radio reports said, and Rome's sta­ 
tion quoted Berlin dispatches saying 
Nazi troops “ occupy the northern 
and western parts of the town as 
well as the center as far as the Red 
square “ 
Soviet troops were said still to 
hold the southern part. 
Tile Russians were under assault 
not only at Kharkov but on a line 
running southeast of the city into 
the Donets Basin at a point below 
Voroshilovgrad, 
in the intennedi- 
a e Izyum sector, seventy-five miles 
southeast of Kharkov, the midnight 
communique said, one Soviet unit 
had killed 300 Germans and destroy­ 
ed eleven tanks in repulsing another 
German attack. 
On the Central front it was a dif­ 
ferent story. Although the Germans 
said they had abandoned Vyazma, 
the Russians said it fell only after 
a 
determined assault" as the Red 
army pushed on along the railway 
leading directly to Smolensk.

seventy-eighth Congress, the House 
passed by rollcall vote of 268 to 129 
a double-barreled measure carrying 
the repealer along with authority 
for the national debt to climb to 
$210,000,000,000. 
In place of the Roosevelt rule, 
the House provided that no ceiling 
could be set on salaries over $25.(XX! 
below their level of Dec. 7, 1941 
the date this country entered the 
war. Salaries which were below that 
figure then could not rise above 
$25,000 alter taxes now 


Follows Heated Debate 


The action followed two days of 
the most heated debate of this ses­ 
sion and a desperate, last-ditch at­

SOME OBSERVERS In W ashington lay 
the present clash between Congress and 
president In part to the former's determ in­ 
ation to spike any plans which the latter 
m ay have for a fourth term. 
Of course. 
i the struggle is far more fundam ental than 
that 
Other W ashington observers hold that 
lf th# president were to announce now a 
determ ination to go out of office on Jan­ 
uary 20, 1945, he would lose what influence 
t he has left at the capitol. 
This argum ent 
was advanced frequently bv New Dealers 
fin the year preceding the 1940 Democratic 
convention. 
A few members of the Democratic Na-

that verv fact lies the strength of a free 
U nited States. 
If his personality is e n ­ 
hanced for foreign peoples at th e expense 
of

mocracy. the president who succeeds him 
will be under a grave handicap in dealing 
w ith other countries ** 
The Herald Tribune is correct in stating 
that it should be the task of American 
propaganda distributed for the purpose of 
winning friends for th*- Allied cause to 
“assert the fundam ental truth of dcmoc- 
racy—that the executive Is the voice of the 
people 
as opposed 'o the totalitarian idea 
♦hat the people are the tools of the leader ” 
It is all the more im portant now that 
this be done in view of the fact that a 
national election is just ahead and the 
added fact 
that a boom has been put 
under way for a 
fourth 
term 
for 
Mr. 
Roosevelt.
